I  would  like  to  develop  and  implement  an  on-line  computer  system  to 
streamline  the  registration  process. 

I  believe  that  the  current  system  of  voter  registration  is  costly,  time 
consuming  and  prone  to  error.  Currently,  a  registration  affidavit  is 
coded  manually,  keypunched  and  verification  is  addressed  manually  to  the 
voter.  Most  of  our  work  backlogs  occur  during  the  close  of  registration 
periods  which  is  set  by  various  legislative  acts.  Proof  reading  the 
printed  product  against  the  individual  affidavit  follows  the  keypunching. 

Voters  are  also  placed  on  the  file  upon  receipt  of  notification  that  they 
have  changed  their  address  or  after  they  have  voted,  having  been  omitted 
from  some  previous  list.  This  apparent  bottleneck  is  alleviated  by 
hiring  numerous  temporary  employees  upon  whom  we  must  rely  and  their 
familiarity  with  the  City  and  the  process  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 


In  summary,  I  believe  that  the  existing  system  is  antiquated,  labor 
intensive  and  paper  driven  and  is  a  fundamental  problem  for  the 
department  as  substantial  overtime  is  spent  using  supervisory  and 
management  personnel  to  accomplish  these  tasks  as  well  as  the 
aforementioned  increase  in  temporary  personnel. 


As  I  understand  the  current  system,  our  use  of  computerization  is,  in 
essence,  disassociated  from  operational  processes.  It  is  used  only  to 
produce  "updated"  voting  lists,  to  produce  mailings,  notify  voters, 
occasionally  service  other  city  departments  and  to  provide  tapes  of 
registrants  for  purchase  by  political  parties  and  candidates. 


I  believe  that  an  on-line  system  that  includes  the  file  of  registered 
voters,  a  list  of  every  residential  address  in  the  city  with  the 
appropriate  ward,  precinct  and  district  as  well  as  the  current  polling 
location  should  be  established.  This  would  allow  us  to  expedite  the 
registration  process,  produce  notices,  labels  and  cards. 


We  would  be  able  to  verify  every  address  and  identify  the  proper  ward, 
precinct  and  voting  location,  eliminating  errors  in  assigning  voters  to 
the  proper  precinct.  We  could  also  route  the  information  entered  for  an 
applicant  to  a  "suspense"  file  of  applications  that  need  additional 
information  for  complete  processing  (mail  verification).  This 
immediately  separates  applications  that  can  be  processed  from  those  that 
cannot  be  processed.

Commissioner  Modica  read  aloud  a  letter  recieved  from  Charles  Sabatier 
commending  the  Election  Department  on  a  job  well  done  in  the  efforts  of 
relocating  polling  locations  to  comply  with  the  handicapped  accessibility 
law.  This  letter  also  included  the  granting  of  the  4  waivers  which  were 
requested  by  the  Election  Department  at  an  earlier  date.  These  4  waivers 
house  8  precincts,  and  no  suitable  polling  places  could  be  found  to  move 
them  to  at  this  time. 

Jack  reported  that  84  precincts  have  come  off  the  street  and  are  ready  for 
editing  and  keypunching. 

Jack  reported  that  he  has  scheduled  an  appointment  with  Betty  Riviera  to 
discuss  the  use  of  translators  for  the  street  listing.  He  will  meet  with 
her  on  monday  at  2:00  pm,  other  contacts  have  also  been  made  and  will  be 
followed  up  by  Jack. 

Jack  has  requested  the  setting  up  of  voter  registration  sites  where  the  listing 
is  going  on.  Jack  also  reported  that  the  return  of  the  mail  in  census  is 
approximately  32%. 

Jack  will  have  a  reading  on  the  Bills  for  the  Board  to  review  by  the  next 
Board  meeting. 

John  Donovan  reported  that  the  BHA  and  Boston  Public  Schools  are  being  punched 
in  at  this  time.  There  is  no  overtime  for  this  week  or  next  week,  however 
when  the  street  listing  is  ready  to  be  punched,  overtime  may  be  needed  to 
complete  it  on  time. 

John  reported  that  nomination  papers  continue  to  come  in  daily. 

John  at  this  time  presented  to  the  Board  for  approval , petitions  for  voter 
registration  which  he  had  recieved  in  the  past  week.  Commissioner  Sheppard 
made  a  motion  to  approve  the  registration  petitions,  it  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Arrigal. 

Commissioner  Modica  at  this  time  suggested  that  we  request  from  those  who 
are  petitioning  for  these  registration  sites  some  advertising  to  generate 
more  interest  in  registering  to  vote.  Commissioner  Modica  also  discussed 
the  possibility  of  Celebrity  recruiting  ,  this  will  be  discussed  further 
at  a  later  date. 

Effective  Immediately,  the  new  procedure  for  using  leave  time  will  go  into 
effect.  All  staff  will  receive  a  memo  and  a  copy  of  the  forms  informing 
them  of  the  new  procedure.  The  Board  feels  that  this  is  the  most  effective 
way  to  keep  track  of  time  off,  so  that  the  department  needs  will  be  met 
with  the  most  efficiency. 

Vinny  Cawley  reported  to  the  Board  that  within  a  week  or  two,  he  along  with 
the  highway  dept,  will  start  to  fill  in  25  steps  , (making  them  ramps),  at 
25  polling  locations  to  complete  the  accommodations  of  these  sites  as  handicapped 
accessible.

Present:  Commissioners  Modica,  Sheppard  and  Killilea. 


John  Donovan  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  keypunching  of  cards  continues. 

The  Student  population  should  be  completed  by  this  week.  All  other  multiples 
have  been  done.  Cards  from  East  Boston  and  Dorchester  have  started  being 
punched.  Other  areas  will  follow  as  they  come  in  off  the  streets. 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Wilson,  has  granted  permission  for  the  Election 
Department  to  conduct  registration  of  voters  in  various  High  Schools  throughout 
the  city.  These  registrations  will  begin  sometime  next  week,  approximately  8 
high  schools  per  day  should  be  visited  by  assistant  registrars.  George  will 
follow  -  up  on  the  Parochial  Schools  and  set  up  a  similar  schedule  to  register 
voters  at  these  schools  also. 

On  4/15  and  4/16  1986,  registrations  were  held  at  Council  Towers,  2875  Washington 
Street,  Roxbury,  Mass.  02119.  There  were  63  new  voters  registered  at  this  site. 
Request  have  come  for  registration  sites  to  be  held  at  U.Mass  on  April  23,24,  and 
25.  And  for  registrations  to  be  held  at  Boston  College  on  April  24.  John  Donovan 
will  send  registrars  to  these  sites  on  said  dates  as  the  requests  for  registrations 
have  been  approved. 

John  Donovan  will  supply  a  list  of  exact  address,  ward  and  precinct  of  all 
registration  sites  as  they  are  requested.  The  list  should  also  have  a  contact 
person  and  phone  number  at  which  said  person  can  be  reached. 

^-John  Donovan  reported  that  approximately  1300  nomination  papers  have  come  in 
so  far.  The  deadline  for  filing  papers  for  all  offices  except  state  wide  is 
4/29,  John  expects  that  many  papers  will  come  in  before  this  deadline.  Of  the 
1300  papers  already  filed,  about  half  are  completed.  The  State  and  Congressional 
papers  are  more  complex  with  signatures  from  all  different  wards  and  precincts 
on  each  paper,  these  signatures  must  all  be  checked  manually  and  it  takes  a  lot 
more  time  to  complete  . 

John  reported  that  a  memo  is  forthcoming  from  him  requesting  overtime,  and  the 
reasons  for  this  need.  Also  the  reasons  why  management  is  needed  on  this  overtime. 

Beginning  next  week,  the  Commissioners  will  visit  the  9  stations  that  house 
the  listing  officers  outside  of  the  Election  Department.  Jack  will  draw  up 
a  schedule  for  this. 

George  reported  for  Jack  that  114  precincts  have  been  completed  in  the  street 
listing.  Translators  have  been  hired,  however,  Hatians  are  needed.  Jan  Zuckerman 
will  check  on  Hatian  translators.  2  New  traffic  supervisors  have  started  in 
Mattapan,  1  of  them  speaks  portegeuse. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  need  for  a 
contract  to  be  written  for  the  repair  of  department  vehicles  in  the  next 
Fiscal  Year.  Due  to  unforseen  repairs  during  this  past  year  our  cost  have 
exceeded  $2000.00  ,  therefore,  it  has  been  requested  that  we  have  a  contract 
for  this  in  our  new  FY  budget. 

Commissioner  Killilea  reported  on  the  new  law  regarding  Special  Qualified 
Voters.  This  refers  to  persons  who  take  sick,  and  are  in  a  medical  facility, 

5  days  prior  to  an  election.  A  ballot  may  be  hand  delivered  by  a  family  member 
or  2  registrars  to  the  person  who  is  ill,  they  may  vote,  and  the  deliverer 
will  return  it  to  the  Election  Department.  The  use  of  Air  Express  should  be 
considered  for  requests  outside  of  a  20  mile  radius.  Commissioner  Killilea 
will  draft  a  policy  for  the  department  to  follow  and  present  it  to  the  Board. 


Requests  for  absentee  ballots  from  Norfolk  State  Prison  have  been  recieved 
from  several  inmates.  The  forms  ,  However,  do  not  have  the  inmates  prior 
address  written  in  where  it  should  be.  Marty  Connolly  has  returned  them  I 

to  the  senders  along  with  a  correctly  filled  in  sample.  I 

Commissioner  Modica  has  requested  from  Mary  Barry  a  copy  of  policy  forms 
signed  by  personnel  at  the  time  of  their  employment. 

Commissioner  Modica  handed  to  the  Board  a  copy  of  a  synopsis  of  pending 
bills  which  was  prepared  by  George  and  Jack.  The  Commissioners  will  read 
over  them  and  contact  Kathy  Holland  with  any  comments  they  may  have  and  she 
will  type  them  into  the  Wang  under  the  corresponding  law  and  they  can  then 
be  brought  back  into  print  for  reading  and  discussion.  George  will  contact 
the  Secretary  of  States  Office  and  get  their  opinion  on  said  bills. 

Commissioner  Modica  reported  that  she  spoke  with  Jo  Lesser,  Committee  on  Elections, 
in  regards  to  reimbursment  for  monies  spent  by  the  Election  Department  to  comply 
with  the  Handicapped  accessibility  law.  Commissioner  Killilea  and  Vinny  Cawley 
will  work  together  to  compile  a  fair  estimate  of  what  the  department  has  spent. 
This  estimate  should  include  Moving  Machines,  Storage,  Rental  of  Polling  Places, 
additional  manpower  and  any  additional  charges  due  to  changes  to  comply  with  this 
law.  This  must  be  completed  and  in  Jo  Lesser's  office  by  May  10,  1986.

Opening  remarks  from  Chairman,  Benjamin  F.  Thompson,  welcome.  Thanks  to  Jack 
and  the  others  that  helped  him  in  preparing  for  the  budget  hearing. 

Commissioner  Thompson  remarked  on  mandate  from  the  Mayor’s  Office,  that  he, 

(Comm.  Thompson)  remain  neutral  in  political  activity. 

All  overtime  to  be  worked  by  staff  or  management  should  be  requested  and 
approved  by  the  Chairman  prior  to  working.  Any  unauthorized  overtime  will  not 
be  paid  by  the  department. 

All  managers  should  prepare  for  the  Chairman  a  list  of  personnel  that  are_directly 
under  their  supervision  along  with  a  list  of  the  duties  they  perform. 

John  Donovan  reported  that  this  past  Tuesday  was  that  last  day  for  submitting 
nomination  papers  for  State  wide  and  Congress  elections.  4600  papers  have 
come  in  and  less  than  half  have  been  certified  as  of  this  date.  The  staff 
continues  to  work  on  the  papers.  Keypunching  is  going  along,  the  need  for 
additional  keypunchers  is  being  felt  in  order  to  complete  the  work  by  July  1,1986 
in  time  to  produce  the  Jury  List. 

John  will  resubmitt  the  memo  for  overtime. 

John  also  reported  that  Mr.  Boyd  came  into  the  office  and  they  reviewed  the 
signatures  on  his  nomination  papers,  Mr.  Boyd  left  satisfied  with  the  review, 
he  picked  up  one  signature. 

High  school  registrations  are  going  well,  they  average  about  40  to  50  new 
registrations  at  each  site. 

Voter  registration  petitions  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  by  John  Donovan 
for  approval.  The  Proposed  registration  sites  are  the  annual  Kite  Festival 
May  10,  Dudley  Branch  Library  May  13,  36  Dearborn  St.  Roxbury  on  May  19  and 
May  27,  and  the  Orchard  Park  Playground  on  June  14.  The  Board  VOTED  to  approve 
all  of  the  above  sites. 

Commissioner  Killilea  will  present  the  cost  estimate  of  the  Department  in  the 
compliance  with  the  Handicapped  Accessibility  Law  to  the  State  House  today. 

The  estimate  to  be  submitted  will  be  $350,000.00,  Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned 
to  approve  this  figure  Commissioner  Killilea  seconded,  all  VOTED  for. 

Vinny  Cawley  will  start  working  on  a  plan  to  convert  the  Draper  Pool  to  a  warehouse 
for  the  Election  Department.  He  has  started  with  Capitol  Planning  and  Improvement. 
Vinny  will  keep  the  Board  informed  of  his  progress  in  this  matter. 

Vinny  also  reported  to  the  Board  that  in  42  polling  locations,  the  handicapped 
entrances  differ  from  the  main  entrance,  therefore  he  will  need  to  post  signs 
directing  these  individuals  to  the  correct  entrance.  He  will  submit  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  these  signs  next  week  at  the  Board  meeting. 

Jack  suggested  that  any  questions  on  the  State  Census  be  refered  to  the  Chairman. 
This  suggestion  was  accepted.  He  reported  that  the  Budget  Hearing  went  well 
yesterday.  Vacancies  in  the  council  will  effect  the  department  financially,  as  we 
will  be  responsible  to  run  a  special  election.  Commissioner  Thompson  suggested 
that  the  department  should  request  a  supplement  in  our  budget  to  cover  these  costs. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  fact  that  Don 
Caulfield  has  returned  to  work.  Comm.  Thompson  motioned  that  Donald  be  dropped 
to  his  civil  service  status  Comm.  Killilea  seconded,  all  VOTED  for.  Joe  Warren 
will  not  be  renewed  due  to  excessive  absence.

John  Donovan  reported  to  the  Board  that  49  precincts  were  in  and  awaiting 
keypunching.  Nineteen  precincts  would  be  completed  after  callbacks  on 
Tuesday.  Personnel  were  now  in  the  process  of  listing  the  projects  in  each 
district.  John  feels,  if  all  information  is  in  by  April  15th,  we  could  have  a 
list  by  the  end  of  April. 

Status  of  the  personnel  on  the  $7.00  payroll  was  discussed.  Some 
personnel  have  already  been  let  go  and  others  would  be  terminated  as  the 
listing  was  completed  in  each  area.  Commissioner  Thompson  and  Mary  Barry  are 
to  look  at  the  listing  expenditures. 

H3521  Chapter  630 

Commissioner  Killilea  presented  key  points  regarding  the  act  providing  for 
Assistant  Registrars  of  Voters  in  High  Schools  and  a  draft  letter  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Archdioscese  of  Boston  regarding  their 
assistance  in  complying  with  the  new  law.  Commissioner  Killilea  will  be 
meeting  with  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  for  clarification  on  the  length 
of  term  the  ARVs  are  to  be  appointed  and  funds  to  the  Election  Department  for 
the  mandated  cost.  Several  full  time  positions  may  be  required  to  comply  with 
this  law.  Commissioner  Killilea  will  report  back  to  the  Board  on  his  findings. 

Office  Reorganization 

A  new  counter  is  being  built  for  public  records  and  an  area  is  being  set 
aside  for  the  voting  machines  for  public  viewing.  A  break  area  will  be 
available  for  the  staff. 

The  set  up  in  the  new  office  and  the  chain  of  command  was  discussed.  The 
three  employees  working  the  counter  are  to  report  to  Charles  Scordino.  The 
Registrars  section  will  be  split  into  two  divisions,  each  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  one  of  the  Principal  Assistant  Registrar  of  Voters.  The 
Principal  ARVs  will  report  to  the  four  managers  who  will  be  assisting  John 
Donovan,  Sr. 

There  will  be  a  new  data  processing  area,  consisting  of  eight  data 
processing  terminals  and  a  Wang  word  processor,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
middle  management  person.  These  terminals  will  enable  us  to  eliminate  the 
diskettes-to-tape  step  of  the  listing  next  year.  We  will  be  able  to  produce  a 
list  by  inputting  through  the  terminals  directly  to  the  computer.  MIS  has 
advised  John  Donovan  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  set  up  a  second  shift  during 
the  listing  next  year  so  as  to  ease  the  strain  on  the  mainframe  during  normal 
working  hours.
